REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art discloses or renders as obvious a winching system which frictionally engages 
the cable to drive the connection system "along the cable", in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of the independent claims. The limitation "along the cable" is being 
considered as a movement where the cable remains stationary and the connection 
system moves relative to the cable.
